Senator McNary, ac- 
companied by Senators Stanfield [Ore.], 
Moses [N. H.], Shortridge [Cal.], and 
Bursum [N. M.], all Republicans, and 
Ransdell [Dem., La.], went to the 
White House to discuss the situation 
with the President. 

Senator McNary declared that the 
bill cannot be passed unless it is 
amended. He already has offered a 
series of amendments, among the pro- 
posals being a reduction in the rate 
of compensation for the faster pas- 
senger,. vessel. His theory is that the 
western agricultural interests will be 
more ready to approve the bill if it 
stresses the encouragement of cargo 
vessels. Under the bill the rate of 
compensation is much greater propor- 
tionately for the faster vessels. 


Expect Narrow Margin. 

Administration leaders were not dis- 
posed to accept these amendments, and 
seem to feel that the bill can be passed 
by a narrow margin if it can be 
brought to a vote. Their one fear is 
that the opposition by filibuster meth- 
ods will prevent a vote. With refer- 
ence to the question of a higher rate 
of subsidy for fast vessels, the purpose 
is to encourage the building of this 
type for carrying mails in peace time 
and for use as naval auxiliaries in war. 
Navy department officials have urged 
this feature. 

Senator McNary claims that only 
forty-three seantors are committed to

ABOLISH GUN-TOTING. 
Senator Dailey has mitrodu.1 a bill making it 
an additiofial offense and a felony to carry a gun 
ifi thé Gorfifhission of burglary or other sitnilar 
crime. We trust the nieasure will be enacted, It 
attacks a serious phase of the gun toting evil, and 
if juries enforce it vigorously the lives of peaceful 
citizens and éspecially of police officers will be safer 
than théy are now. 

Another attempt to restrict the gun toting evil is 
Representative Igoe’s bill requiring every possessor 
of a firearm havitig a bafrel less than twelve inches 
long to obtain a firearms certificate. The certificate 
shall be issued by the sheriff and in cities of over 
100,000 shall be countersigned by the chief of police. 
Applicants for certificates would be compélied to 
give tesidence, occupatiéri, and the reason for pos- 
sessing the weapon. Déalers wowld be required to 
Obtain licenses to sell stich firearmé and pawn- 
brokers prohibited from lending on unregistered 
guns.

So far as we know 
Ford has agteed to no such provision. The law 
provides that public water power rights taken for 
profit shall make a rettri to the public. Instead of 
doing that Ford would take the water power rights 
for nothing, paying the government 6 per cent only 
On the $28,000,000 or theréabouts nécessary to corm 
plete the water power installation, and in addition 
giving sufficient power to Operate the locks; and 
paying no-taxes. His only immediate cash outlay 
would be $6,000,000 for the nitrate piants and steam 
property which cost the government about $46,- 
000,000. 

In brief, government acceptancé of the Ford pro 
posal would break down the water power act. 
Clearly the protest is well founded.

IS THERE A SHORTAGE OF COmMOS LABOR!

The barons of industry are claiming that there is a 
lack of common labor and thet for this reason a larger 
number of ordinary workers is to be admitted in Amer- 

ica from forsign countries. 

From New York comes the news that the city au- 
thorities have hired 26,000 laborers to clean the snow 
from the public streets. Shoyveling snow is by no 
means steady work, not even season work: ‘There 
does tndeed fall snow in the winter, but not thireugh- 
out the entire winter. The men that are put on to 
clean off snow will work barely for a few days a 
month in thé winter. If the éity officials have been 
able to get 20,000 men for stich a job which laste only 
a few days in a month the fact has been established 
that there is no shortage of common labor. 


A a@faall news item will sometimes tell more about 
the labor situation in Amerien than long wails of man- 
ufacturera. The 20,000 men who were giad to get a 
chances to éarn «a little money by cleaning off anow for 
& few days have surely not dropped from the clouds in 
New York. They must have been there for weeks aad 
perhaps for months, otherwise they would not bother 
about taking up work which is known to last only for 
& very brief time and to be very far from well paid. 
So here we have a good answer to all the talk of the 
manufacturers who are telling us about the shortage 
of workers and are trying to show the American labor 
situation In the wrong light.

Chicago, Feb. §.—Much has been written 
recently regarding Henry Ford's offer for 
Muscle Shoals and its rejation to the coal 
and fertilizer situation. Many of us have 
often marveled at the fight Mr. Ford is 
making .and also at his country-wide 
propaganda which is so plaintive in the 
mame of the farmer and on Mr. Ford's 
part so threatening. 

His whole case rests upon the alleged 
benefits which will. inure to the public 
only in the event Mr. Ford himself se- 
cures Muscle Shoals. When one considers 
the magnitude of his propaganda and the 


therefrom oie is led inevitably to the 
conclusion that the reason his offer has 
not been accepted is not that the entire 
congress has been deceived by the sm 
called “ interests” but is in reality the 
terms of the offer itself.

NO DECISION IDEA 
HARMED MURPHY 


Thie is the eighth article on great 
bowers who failed to win the title in 
their divisions and the reasons why. 


BY SIDNEY S 

To explain why “Hariem (ommy” 
Murphy never became a titleholder in 
the lightweight ranks it is necessary 
to digress a moment from straight nar- 
rative. 

Although the majority of champion- 
ships have been decided elsewhere for 
three decades, New York, with that 
metropolitan insolence that infuriates 
the hinterland, has arrogated to her- 
self the role of dictator in pugilistic 
affairs, as she has in financial, social, 
theatrical, and other worlds, 

Many years ago, due to a combina- 
tion of venal referees and rotten 
gamblers, the boxing game in Gotham 
emitted a fearful stench. Induilging 
the quaint American habit of regulat- 
ing everything from inclement weather 
to a world war by “ passing a law,” the 


est, competent referees and disquali- 
fying faking boxers and their man- 
agers, brightly decided that the pollu- 
tion arose from the decisions. 


providing the sport with one twenty 
fold worse; for behind the short “no 
decision ” contests they wished on the 
public, a dozen dishonesties can kh 
practiced where only one was perpe 
trated before. As if righteousness lay 
in inconclusive contests! 

A no decision match has no redeem- 
ing feature. It is bad for the boxer 
because he is tempted to “ waltz” 
through the six or ten rounds. It is 
bad for the game because no two re 
porters see a fight alike—every other 
sport can be

lent or stalling contests, and because 
even if both performers are really tr>- 
ing no definite decision is reache:L 
Imagine racing, baseball, stud poker

Why Murphy Never Won Title. 

It was in the New York of no de 
cision matches that “Haricem Tom- 
my” Murphy flourished. Born in 
1885, his record begins with 1903 and 
ends, so far as worthwhile perform- 
ances g0, in 1913. That record tells 
why this superboxer never reached 
the peak—e was mentally and physi- 
cally geared up to a ten round nar 
decision contest. 

Possessed of every qualification a 
titleholder requires he mechanicaliy 
and inevita»sly adjusted himself to the 
verdictiess issue. When he stepped 
out of the ten round game he wén 
only nine bouts, and of these five were 
twelve round affairs in Boston. in the 
eleven years mentioned, he fought 130 
battles and in 84 of these no one 
knows tocay what happened. He 
knocked out 26 men, also im no de 
cision bouts, thus giving to 110 of his 
130 fights the no decision complex.

“Brother, when Murphy hits a man 
once with either hand, no power under 
the shining sun can prevent him from 
hitting him three more times. I've 
often trained with him, and when he 
hit me the first ome I knew three 
more were on the way.”

requiring different treatment, my prob- 
lems of feeding and management 
would be complicated. 

“I have fifty acres of land, but I 
buy all feed in carload lots, and spend 
my time feeding and caring for the 
flock instead of scattering my efforts 
by trying to raise crops, too. Manag- 
ing a poultry plant is a specialized 
business, especially if an attempt is 
made to produce eggs in large quan- 
tities, and I do not believe it pays to 
combine it with general farming.” 

Producing at Maximum. 

By concentrating on his birds he 
keeps the layers producing at maxi- 
mum. During the coldest weather 
Missouri had this winter the 1,500 
pullets produced about 1,200 eggs a 
day. \ 

Hundreds of steps are saved each 
day by having all birds quartered in 
one laying house, 152 feet long and 24 
feet wide. It is divided into eight lay- 
ing rooms, 16x24 feet, with a feeding 
room, 24x24. Four laying rooms, 
furnishing ample space for 600 hens

Two bins are built in the 
corners of the feed room, each with 
a capacity of 6,000 bushels; one is used 
for mash and the other for corn.

“FT also save myself a great amount 
of labor by buying feeds already mixed.

I am only interested in 
hens as layers. When they quit lay- 
ing I sell them without fattening. Leg- 
horns are not meat birds and I make 
more money by using feed in the pro- 


tion of meat birds to the fellow who 
has birds bred for that purpose.

We have 
been told that ‘the price paid by grain 
dealers west of Chicago, where wheat Is 
produced, is day by day the Chicago 
price, less the freight from the point of 
purchase to Chicago.’ What are the 
facts? Quotations above show a maxi- 
mum difference of 1% cents a bushel be- 
tween the points named. Yet the wheat 
freight rate from St. Louis to Chicago ts 
6.9 cents per bushel, and the rate from 
Minneapolis to Chicago is 7.8 cents per 
bushel. It is obvious that Minneapolis 
and St. Louis prices are not ‘ the Chicago 
prices, less the freight from the point 
of purchase to Chicago.’ 

‘* No, ‘ Pittsburgh plus’ is an artificial 
and arbitrary interference with the eco- 
nomic law of supply and demand. If 
it is not; if, as they say, prices are still 
fixed by supply and demand, why is the 
United States Steel corporation so vig- 
orously defending this practice? If this 
district is so far under producing the 
necessary supply as they say why do we 
ship out of this district? How can the 
Bethlehem mills afford to ship into the 
surplus production district of Pittsburgh

U. S. Tobacco Men Seek 
a Monopoly in France 


New York, Feb. 10.—[Special.}—Amert- 
have reopened negotiations with the 
have reopeneed negotiations with the 
government of France to obtain a mo- 
nopoly of the tobacco manufacture and 
distribution throughout the French na- 
tion and involving the payment to 
France of $300,000,000. 

This is the biggest tobacco transaction 
in history. It has been the subject of 
diplomatic and financial negotiations 
over period of three years. It will have 
the hess dee of helping the French govern- 
ment to balance its budget and thereby 
stabilize French exchange and prevent 
further inflation of the French currency. 
Those involved on this side are James 
B. Duke, George J. Whalen, and Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, who control the greater 
portion of the tobacco business in Ameri- 
ca. An initial payment of $25,000,000 
will be made to the French government 
as soon as the negotiations are closed. 


U. S. Merchandise Exports 
for 1922 Less than in 1921 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—The to- 
tal value of American merchandise ex- 
ports during 1922 was $3,831,932,193, com- 
pared to $4,485,031,356 in 1921. Although 
a complete analysis of merchandise ex- 
ports during the year is not yet avail- 
apie, the annual total as made public 
‘today by the commerce department, in- 
dicated that a falling off in trade with 
Canada and European countries, together 
with a smaller falling off in trade with 
South America, was the cause of the de- 
crease in exports for 1922 compared with 
1921. The notable decreases were in ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom, Germany, 
and Italy. Large decreases are also 
shown in exports to Mexico, Argentina, 
and Japan.

The real secret of prevention lies in 
the secret of perpetual youth.

Of course, wrinkles come earlier and 
are more distinct in some persons 
than in others. Sometimes it is an in- 
dividual or family trait'of the tissues, 


just as other premature senile changes, 


such as baldness or grayness, . may 
characterize an individual or family. 

For a few premature wrinkles in 
otherwise tense skins something can 
be done toward their effacement by 
massage which not only encourages 
the suppleness and freshness of the 
skin tissues but provokes activity of 
their functions. And, too, the cream 
used in- massage provides the neces- 
sary lubrication of the epidermis to 
keep it supple and resistant.

Keeping the Corners Up.

Upward and Outward. 

For sagging mouth corners use the 
first two fingers on both hands to 
work from the side of the mouth up- 
ward and outward to the middle of the 
eur or tip thereof; remove the fingers 
and go back to the point of starting 
again. Don’t work back and down*‘on 
any facial movement. 

For the lines at the sides of the nowe 
begin at the wing of the nostril, move 
up and out toward the outer corner of 
the eyes and over into the hair line. 

For,the crow’s feet at outer corners 
of the eyes work from their base up 
on forehead and out to hair line. 

For lines between the eyes, which 
usually extend up on the forehead a 
trifle, begin at the bridge of the nose 
one finger—or at most two—were bet- 
ter used in circular movement right 
up the center of the forehead to hair 
line. Do not work back on this line, 
but begin at base again and up, al- 
ways feeding with a bit of skin food 
or cream on finger tips. For lines 
under the eyes, work from the inner 
corner of the ¢ye out and up to the 
hair line. 

For Sagging Cheeks. 

For sagging cheeks, you may take 
fingers of both hands, begin at chin 
and work in wider circles up and out- 
ward to above the ears. 

The same upward and outward move- 
ment is advised for neck and chin lines, 
beginning at the base of the neck. 

After the face has been gone over 
in this manner, wipe off the crearh and 
rub with ice.

The kitchen has a large 
built in cabinet, with the sink prob 
ably placed directly under the wide 
double windows. ‘The ice box is near 
the entry, which opens out on to the 
service porch. 

Upstairs are two bedrooms and a 
bath. Each of the bedrooms is a well 
lighted and ventilated corner room, 
has a clothes closet. and has been 
planned so as to permit an attractive 
grouping of furniture.

CARAMELS AND CUSTARDS. 


HE uses of caramel are many and 

its history more interesting than 

many who use it realize. Cus- 

tards are dainty, and perhaps 
carainel custard may be the daintiest 
ofany. At any rate, when turned out 
of a mold with a light brown sirup 
around it the appearance has been 
such as to gratify the lover of sweets 
of the entremetis order. 


One sees endless caramel custards 
in the city of Paris, where the carame) 
custard is called “créme renversée,” 
that is, a cream turned bottom side up 
An inverted custard does look like 


molded cream and suggests something 
quite different and more elegant than 
the custard served right side up. This 
is supposing it comes out of the mold 
without breaking. 

If we look around our battery of 
kitchen utensils perhaps we shall not 
find in all the list a single utensil] for 
making a -caramel custard of the 
French type, which turned out of its 
mold looks much like a round cake 
two inches or more high and six or 
eight inches across. Individual mo!ds 
need to be pather deep to be effective, 
and with a flat bottom. 

Since the caramel is to be made in 
the pan in which the custard is to be 
baked, there is no utensil so good for 
this purpose as aluminum. Tin will 
blacken above the sugar when the lat- 
ter gets hot enough to brown, and you 
may ruin a fine tin mold in that way. 


Making the Caramel. 


The custard itself may have these 
proportions: One egg to one cup of 
milk and perhaps one tablespoon. of 
sugar. If considerable caramel is used 
to a single mold no-plain sugar is 
really required, but a bit of salt with 
the milk and egg brings out the flavor. 
Set mold in which it is baked into a 
pan of hot water. 

Now as to the making of the cara.

printed in caramel making in which 
the writer rathe* goes into ecstasies 
about making caramel in the pan in 
which custard is to be cooked, and

Colors Soups and Sauces. 

Of course, this caramed is almost 
burned and when wet up'is used for 
coloring soups and sauces rather than 
creams.

mel.—Burnt sugar. Said to have been 
named from a Viscount Caramel. It 
is the stage in boiling sugar when 
the boiling ends and it begins to turn 
brown. At that stage it has a pleasant 
taste like some brown candies. Car- 
ame! coloring.—Sugar burnt in a fry 
Ing pan until it smokes and turns 
black, water then added, boiled. 
strained, used in giving the b-andy 
color to soups, jellies, and = spirits. 
Caramel pudding.—Sugar melted down 
In a mold and run all over the inte- 
rior while cooling; filed up with a 
custard of cream and yolks; steamed. 
Caramel ice cream.—Brown almond 
nougat, made by melting sugar to car- 
umel wi. almonds mixed; when cold, 
pounded fine and mixed in ice cream 
instead of sugar.” 

The dictionary forgets or never 
heard of Count Caramel and gets tle 
“mel” from mellis, meaning honey, 
from which originated our English 
word mellifuous (of speech). As to 
coloring spirits, any one who was 
ever in the town where old bourbon 
whisky was made in the oid days, 
knows that it came out from manu- 
facture as white as alcohol and was 
then put into barrels which had been 
carameled, as it were. They were of 
sweet wood burned out. and even the 
cellulose of the trunk of a tree con- 
tains a sort of sugar which may be 
caramelized by fire. 


Old Days Extravagant. 


In the quotation above it says 
“cream” for custard. In the extrava 
gant old dags that was what they used. 
I Lave an old cook book containing 
Imi..y custard recipes, and all call for 
cream, The great cooks use only the 
yolks’for custard, since they can ma- 
nipulate them without getting bubbles. 
although by beating a youlk with cold 
water we can get as many bubbles as 
with the white. 

And about that almond nougat. It 
is just almond brittle or melted sugar 
poured over cut up almords in some 
cases or with the almond stirred in for 
other uses. In the first case it is broken 
fine for flavorings and may be sprin- 
kled like crambs over butter icings in 
whipped cream, etc. In the other case 
it is kept warm a..d manigvu.ated oy 
rolling out in a thin sheet anne tting 
into forms. Cups, with a saucer, may 
be made of it in which to serve whipped 
cream, or the French make it. up into 
resemblance of books. fans. furnitu-e.

Sugar Must Be Watched. 


, It. is mot necessary to oll a mold 
in which a caramel to be turned out 
is cooked, but some of the old recipes 
read thus: “The insides of well ci‘ed 
molds are often ornamented with this 
sugar, which with a fork should be 
spread over them in fine threads or net 
work. A dish of light paste, tustefully 
arranged, looks pretty with this sugar 
spub lightly over it. The sugar must 
be carefully watched and taken up 
the instant it is done.” 

In describing the making cf caramel! 
this recipe said: “ Keep it boiling until 
the sugar snaps, when a little of it is 
dropped in a pan of cold water.” In 
making a considerable quantity this 
test might be used, but in making small 
quantities it browns so rapidly that 
it is not well to stop for this, nor 
necessary. Sut the snapping 1s cara 
me! cools is interesting. and is prevent- 
ec say when you are putting a :sayer 
over the top of a nut garnished cake 
by spinning it. over. 

In another book in which caramel is 
misspelled, or written “carmel,” and 
given as the fifth degree of covking 
sugar—the other degrees are cailed 
[1] smooth, [2] bloom, [3] feathered

it by dipping a stick, first into the 
sugar, and then into cold water, but 
this you must observe, that when it 
comes the carmel! height, it wil) 
the moment it touches the water, snap 
like glass.” 

Barley Sugar. 

In a good old cook book it tells how 
to make caramel by cooking suga: 
with water anda little acid, and de 
fines it as “barley sugar,” which is 
often lightly carameled. In one grea 
book of cookery definitions it defines 
barley sugar thus: “Old fashionec 
sort of clear stick candy. No pa. 
ticular reason for the name, but taste 
resembles barley malt.” 

In making this some lembdn juic 
was added to the melted sugar wher 
it began to form large bubbies, an 
after the lemon juice was added it was 
stirred all the time. The acid is added 
to keep it from becoming sugar again 
The dirgctions about the stirring are 
“If wanted for candy it must be stirvecd 
without ceasing [after the lemon juice 
is added] until it rises almost to the 
top of the pan, in one large, white 
mass, when it must be used immedi 
ately or ladled out into paper cases 
or onto dishes, with the utmost expedi 
tion, as it passes in an instant ai- 
most from this state to one in which 
it forms a sort of powder, which wil: 
render it necessary to add water, to 
stir until dissolved, and to reboil it 
to the proper point.” 

Sugar is cooked to the caramel! stage, 
but not browned, for spinning as well 
as for barley candy, and the test is 
that when at the right stage it falls 
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into water with a bubbling sound and just in that part, or it 4 


cracks. For sugar spinning it ie taken 
instantly from the fire and the wten- 
ail set in cold water. 


“The Quickest Way.” 


The old book last mentioned gives 
“the quickest way” of making cara- 
mel. and so the quickest, of course, for 
barley candy and spun cugar. This is: 
“Put into a brass skillet or preserving 
pan, some sifted sugar of the finest 
quality, and stir it softly with a wooden 
spoon or spatula, over a gentle fire 
until it has become a liquid: a pale or 
a deep tint may then be given it, ac- 
cording to the purpose for which it is 
required; so soon as it is entirely melt 
ed and looks clear, it is ready for use 
Pastry cooks giaze smal! pastry by 
just dipping the surface into it: and 
they use it also for nougat and other 
confectionery.

VERY day, in every way, we are getting nuttier and nuttier. The cordon 
of mystery plays closes in on Chicago, and within a week or two we shall 
be all but comipietely surrounded. Creeping tarantulas and disembodied 
cats’ eyes amplified the tale of horrors last week at the Blackstone. 
Tonight, at the La Salle, we confront the airy spectacle of a maniac physician 
preparing to cut a young woman to pieces in a subterranean opérating room. 
Ghostly apparitions we are accustomed to; murder | | 
and shrieks in the dark are as familiar as the 
nightly round of holdup men. The question is, 
what next? Reason totters on its throne; the 
dramatic editor faces the horrendous future and 
trembles. He has to see them all. 
And they all are finding their way to Chicago. 
Here by the lake, it seems, is the happy hunting 
ground of the thrillers... Let’s see. We have had 
“The Bat,” “The Nightcap,” and “The Gigaria- 
tan.” We now give shelter to “ The Cat and the 
Canary,” “Zeno,” and “ The Last Warning.” This 
week comes “The Monster.” Soon “The Rear 
Car” and “ Whispering Wires” will arrive. When 
the last two are duly installed, six of the town's 
sixteen standard theaters will be devoted to the 
single business of scaring their patrons within an 
inch of their lives. 
No other city is in the throes of such an epi- 
demic. New York, with sixty “legitimate” play- 
houses, has but three of the shockers. Boston has 
one, and. Philadelphia one. They take their ter- 
rors in moderation; our appetite for awe appears 
to be insatiable. £ ' 

It is strange that the craze does not peter out. These dramatic mon- 
strosities are all more or less alike; one would think playgoers might tire of 
them. The managers thought so long ago. Each succeeding thriller has been 
brought forth with trepidation. They hesitated about sending “Zeno” to 
compete with “The Cat and the Canary”; “The Last Warning” to compete 
with “Zeno”; “The Monster” to compete with the rest.

What exasperated Mr. Brady in this instance was not so much condem- 
nation as faint praise. Here, he said, was a glittering masterpiece from Paris, 
decorated with an authentic prize and faultlessly acted—and all we observed 
about it was that it was nice but contained a great many. words. -We ad- 
mired its language, but found it uneventful. We used mioderation where we 
should have been ecstatic. 

Well, I confess that, along toward the end of the second hour, I found 
this beautifully phrased discussion of love and its whys and wherefores a 
little somnolent. I asked myself, “ Why don’t they stop talking ana do some 

hing?”’ They didn't stop talking ang they didn’t do anything, and that’s 
/hat I said in the paper. 

Then, a day or two later, along came a hard boiled man of the theater— 
.he kind, you would think, that regards the “Follies” as the height of dra- 
natic achievement and might drop in of an afternoon at a burlésque show. 
He borrowed a match and sat down to discuss plays. 

“You know,” he said, “the best thing I have seen in years was Paul 
Geraldy’s ‘To Love.’ I'm always looking in at the theaters, seeing a little 
snatch of this or that, and going on about my business. Usually a few min: 
utes is all I want. But‘ To Love’ held me absorbed to the end. I had other 
things to do, but I simply couldn’t tear myself away. Greatest play I've seen 
in I.@pn't know when. Yessir, a great show.” 

So there you are, t, in the circumstances, can one do. except be 
humble? There is no accounting for tastes. Erte’. 

This curious diversity of opinion seems to purstie certain plays. “ The 
Torch Bearers” is one of them. I know people who have seen it twice and 
have been more rapturous in its praise the second time than the first. “I 
know others who have found it inane and have been inexpresgibly boretl. 
There is no middie ground; they é¢ither love it or hate it. 

It was so with “ The Beggar’s Opera.” It was so with “ The Silver Fox,” 
and a few others—not many. Mass psychol affects audiences in most 
cases. Enthusiasm breeds enthusiasm; what one likes, the rest usually like. 
Hence such long and prosperous careers as those of “ Lightnin’” or “ Sally.” 
Now and then comes a play which proves a hopeless bone of contention, and 
then the poor critic—where is he? Whatever he says is wrong. Readers 
write scathing letters, friends are friends no more, and if it be a Brady pro 
duction—zowle!

I suppose it is part 
of that quality iu Us that makes us 
crave for patent and predigested foods.

Ever since the days of Dickens, 
Thackeray, and Trollop, we have been 
sought out by chatty mortals anxious 
to discourse to us on any topic we 
would pay for. Hugh Walpole, the 
British novelist, recently made a most 
profitable tour of the country whose 
success, financial and social, amased 
even himself. His manager assured 
him a phenomenal sum for each lec- 
ture and apparently had enough left 
for himself to have justified the ven- 
ture. It would be interesting to try 
the experiment of arranging a course 
of lectures for a popylar American 
novelist in the British isles. They 
would be doubtless dined and wined, 
but hardly paid to talk.
